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REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 
BALTIMORE CONFERENCE. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Baltimore Annual Conference , Methodist 

Episcopal Church , South. 

Fathers and Brethren : 

I present to you the annual report of the Treasurer of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society of this Conference. With regret I must 
acknowledge some loss in our numbers, principally from the difficulties 
with which our societies in small villages and country appointments con- 
tend. For these I specially beg your tender care and watchful supervision. 
We need all the help which the pastors can give ; and can safely promise 
that we will repay it in full, because a band of women working for the 
souls of far-away heathendom will not fail in their duty at home. 

We acknowledge with gratitude the service to ©ur society rendered by 
the editor of the “ Baltimore Christian Advocate,” in giving us space for 
our literary work. We hope under the new management that we may still 
have access to our members through the columns of the “Baltimore and 
Richmond Advocate.” 

We report our Twentieth Century Offering for educational purposes in 
foreign lands as beyond our promise; twenty-seven hundred and fifty- 
two dollars having been raised from the inception of the plan to the present 
date, though it does not appear in the Treasurer’s report to you for the 
past year. The larger part of the offering came in small sums, showing a 
widespread interest. Many of our contributors gave not only through our 
societies, but to the pastors, for educational demands in our own land. 

We have received one bequest from Miss Thomas, of St. Paul, Baltimore. 
The remainder of our funds is from our societies in general. 

I report under my supervision seventy-one adult societies, with fourteen 
hundred and fifty members, approximately, and twenty-nine juvenile socie- 
ties, with nearly four hundred members. Our specials are scholarships in 
China and Mexico, one day school in China, and the endowment of a schol- 
arship in the Scarritt Bible and Training School, to be called the Melissa 
Baker Scholarship. We plan from this date to undertake in addition the 
support of one of our two missionaries from the Baltimore Conference at 
work in Korea. 

I can attribute the increase in our collections, from a reduced number, to 
no other cause than the fact that our women begin to understand that 
regular specific daily prayer will have its results. Years ago the Woman’s 
Board of Foreign Missions appointed the noon hour for prayer, which is the 
hour observed by nearly all mission boards, and as they have taken it up in 
our Conference, it is evident that some force is working in us, and will 
increase our faith and our zeal.

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RBPORTS. 



BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Roanoke, Va., April 8, 1901. 

To the Baltimore Conference M. E. Church , South : 

The canvass for the Twentieth Century Fund, committed to the direction 
of this Board, has been prosecuted with such resources as it could com- 
mand. Through the devotion and loyalty of various brethren who have 
from time to time been called upon for special service, the Board has been 
able to send some special representative to almost every point when such 
assistance was asked for by the Presiding Elders and Preachers. Many of 
these have given diligent attention to this great call of the church, ;and 
usually with satisfactory results. 

The statistical report shows, however, that in very few of our charges 
has the ideal plan been carried out — a public presentation of the cause to 
each congregation and a personal application to each member to say what 
part he will have in this great muster of Methodism. 

In many of our charges little personal canvass has been made and some 
have not had as yet even public presentation of the movement. In conse- 
quence of this lack we can only report $41,988.48 of our $62,500, as now 
subscribed, of which $20,380.42 has been paid. This amount was sub- 
scribed by only 6,262 of our members, and 162 of our preachers. 

A chief purpose of this great undertaking of our church was to arouse 
our people to a deep sense of gratitude to God for His mercies, and to evoke 
and develop a connectional and aggressive spirit in our entire church for 
supreme and united effort to win the world for Christ. This purpose we 
certainly cannot hope to accomplish until each congregation has had the 
cause presented to it, and each member has been asked to make his indi- 
vidual thank-offering. For this work the faithful and laborious co-opera- 
tion of all our preachers with further efforts of the Board is still necessary. 
Indeed, the law of the General Conference obligates us to continue the 
canvass to completion. 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the Board of Education be instructed to continue the can- 
vass until each congregation in our bounds shall have had the cause 
presented to it, and so far as possible each member shall have been asked 
to make a thank-offering. 

The Conference has already decided that the fund raised be given — after 
setting aside 5 per cent, for Mission Schools — to Front Royal Academy and 
Randolph-Macon College, at Ashland. 

We recommend the adoption of the following additional resolution : 

Resolved , That the Treasurer of the Twentieth Century Fund of this Con- 
ference be instructed to apply the amounts raised for these institutions of 
our Conference, first, to Front Royal Academy the amount of $30,000.00, 
and the remainder to Randolph-Macon College, at Ashland, Va., except 
where donors may especially direct otherwise. 
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Randolph-Macon System of Schols. 

The Board of Education of the Baltimore Conference earnestly com- 
mends the Randolph-Macon Colleges and Academies to the Church and 
the o-eneral public for sympathy and support. Especially at this time do 
we urge that the greatest possible effort be made by our preachers and 
people to make the Twentieth Century Offering sufficient to meet the press- 
ing financial needs of these institutions. 

1. Randolph-Macon College. 

The College at Ashland, under the management of Dr. W. G, Starr, 
President, assisted by the scholarly and consecrated faculty, continues to 
do work of so high a character as not to be excelled by any school of its 

class. 

The patronage of the College from this Conference territory should be 
very much increased. 

2. Randolph-Macon Academy at Front Royal. 

We note with pleasure the comparatively prosperous condition of our 
Front Royal Academy. We commend the Academy, as peculiarly our own 
Conference School, to the patronage of our people. 

Prof Chas. L. Melton, the Principal, is proving himself eminently quali- 
fied for the position, and assisted by a competent faculty, is doing academic 
work of the highest order. 

3. Randolph Macon Woman's College. 

The Woman’s College at Lynchburg, under the Presidency of Chan- 
cellor Smith, continues to increase in attendance. 

The building and equipments are all that can be desired for successful 
work. The College is first-class in every particular, and merits an increas- 
ing patronage from our Conference territory. 

4. Other Schools of the System. 

The Academy at Bedford City, Va., and the Institute at Danville, Ya., 
are having prosperous sessions. 

Valley Female College. 

This school, with Rev. J. P. Hyde, D. D. LL. D., as President, which has 
been so highly commended by the visiting committee for its care and 
attention to its students, morally and intellectually, and its efficiency as a 
factor in our educational interests, is cheerfully endorsed by us, and we 
commend it to our people. 

Paine and Lane Institutes. 

It is very gratifying to note the continued prosperity and progress made 
bv these schools. The increased numbers of their pupils, and the large 
number of their graduates holding positions of usefulness in the Church 
and in the world, give promise of still larger results. 

Vanderbilt University. 

We are glad to recognize the good work in Christian education that has 
been done by the Vanderbilt University during the last twenty-five years. 
Especially do we desire to express our interest in its Biblical department. 
It is a matter of congratulation that our own Conference College is so well 
represented in the enrollment of Biblical students. We should be glad if 
the minds of our young men generally who are preparing for the ministry 
should be turned in the same direction. 

The Twentieth Ceutury Thank Offering, according to the original idea 
of it, was especially designed for the endowing of the Biblical Department 
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of the University. But under the regulations adopted by the General Con- 
ference, a very small amount of the contributions is being devoted to this 
purpose. We commend this cause to the liberality of our people, and hope 
it may be in their hearts to take a part in the fuller equipment of our 
theological school. 

Fairmount Seminary. 

We renew our endorsement and recommendation of Fairmount Semi- 
nary. Prof. A. T. Ramsay has secured for the use of the Seminary the fine 
property known as “ The Chinese Legation Building,” at the corner of 
Fourteenth and Yale streets, Washington, D. C. This school is under 
Christian influences, and is conducted by Southern Methodists. 

Wesleyan Female Institute. 

Upon the communication of Miss Mattie P. Harris, administratrix of the 
late Dr. Wm. A. Harris, preferring a claim against the Conference for 
$7,642.29 on account of the indebtedness of the Board of Trustees of the 
Wesleyan Female Institute, which was referred by the Conference to this 
Board, we report that it is the sense of this Board, that the Baltimore 
Annual Conference is not under either legal or moral obligations to the 
estate of Dr. William A. Harris. 

Assessment. 

We recommend an assessment of $2,360, of which $860 shall be for the 
General Board of Education, and $2,000 for the benefit of Randolph-Macon 
College at Ashland, Virginia; also an assessment of $500 in aid of Paine 
and Lane Institutes. 

The Board recommends the appointment of Rev. J. A. Kern, D. D., and 
of Rev. Collins Denny, as Professors in Vanderbilt University, and of Rev. 
J. P. Hyde, D. D., as President of the Valley Female College. 

We recommend that the Executive Committee be continued, and that the 
Conference Secretary of Education be ex-officio a member of the Com- 
mittee. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. H. P. Hamill as Conference 
Secretary of Education.

Literature. 

We cannot speak in too high praises of the Sunday-school literature 
which is ably edited by Dr. Atkins and published by our Publishing House! 
We desire to call special attention to the Sunday-school Visitor and the 
Teachers’ Magazine, which are unsurpassed in the place which they are to 
fill. We urge all the Sunday-schools in the bounds of our Conference to 
use the periodicals of our own Church in preference to any others. If we 
would be loyal to our Church and true to our own interest and the welfare 
of our children, we must do so. 

Children’s Day. 

We urge upon all of our Sunday-schools the observance of Children’s 
Day, as directed by our discipline. Let a collection be taken up and made 
as large as possible. This fund is carefully used and is of great help to 
needy Sunday-schools. As usual, the Board will supply Children’s Day 
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programmes free. We call attentien to the fact that some of our preachers 
report Children’s Day collections in the statistics, and do not turn the 
money over to our treasurer. From statistical tables, the preachers have 
reported $596.00 as having been raised, of which only $443 44 has been 
turned over to the treasurer of the Board. The money collected on Chil- 
dren’s Day should be sent promptly to Mr. Wm. Dean, Treasurer, Harri- 
sonburg, Va. 

Sunday-School Convention. 

The Convention held at Staunton, Va., last year, was a very great suc- 
cess. The attendance was large. There was much enthusiasm, and vital 
questions were ably discussed by speakers of note. We are sure that much 
good is done by these Conventions, and we urge our schools to send repre- 
sentatives to the Convention which will be held this year at Lexington, Va., 
July 9th-llth. Hon. M. L. Walton has been elected president of the Con- 
vention, and Mr. W. W. Millan secretary, who with Rev. Dr. C. M. Hawkins 
are appointed an executive committee to make all arrangements. 

' Statistics. 

From reports presented to our Conference, we gather the following 
statistics: Sunday-schools, 570; officers and teachers, 5,541; scholars, 
41,512; collected for Sunday-schools, $11,553 00; for Missions, $11,388.00; 
Children’s Day, $596.00 ; other objects, $4,591.00; making a total collec- 
tions in Sunday-schools for the year of $28,128.00.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Each year’s history of the Church Extension movement demonstrates 
more and more the great importance and utility of this department of our 
church work. Its value is to be estimated not simply by the multiplication 
of houses of worship, but by the fact that their establishment gives perma- 
nency to church organization and work in their respective localities. This 
is an effect the ultimate issues of which cannot be reckoned. 

Our own Conference Board, from the date of its organization, has raised 
for Church Extension purposes $40,290. It has appropriated to 150 
churches within its own territory $19,133. The Parent Board has, during 
the same period, donated to churches within pur bounds $12,500, and loaned 
$22,050, making a total of $31,633 donated, and $22,050 loaned. 

The entire amount raised for this object in all the Conferences by annual 
collections and by other means from March, 1882, to the corresponding 
month 1900, was $1,157,000, and the number of churches aided by this fund 
4,461 — of which 27 were in foreign lands. 

This statistical statement will give some idea of the extensive and bene- 
ficient operation of this great enterprise of the church. Not only has it 
greatly stimulated church building in the older conferences, but largely 
supplied the need in this regard in more destitute regions, and especially 
along our western frontier. The want, however, is one that is perpetually 
recurring, and must for years to come engage the largest liberality and 
most sympathetic co-operation of the church. This is particularly the case 
now that the Parent Board has extended its work into the foreign field. 
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We regret to report a slight falling off in the collections for this fund in 
our Conference during the past year. Last year and the year before there 
was an encouraging increase in the amounts contributed. We had hoped 
to have a similar experience this year, but the Twentieth Century Thanks- 
giving Fund has somewhat, though not seriously, affected our receipts, as 
it has some of the other collections of the Conference. We urge the 
preachers in charge to bring the subject of Church Extension before their 
congregations, and make special and earnest effort to bring up the assess- 
ments for this purpose during the coming year. We trust that among the 
various collections prescribed by the Conference no unfair discrimination 
will be made against that for the particular object we represent. Yielding 
priority of claim to the collection for our chief pastors and for the super- 
annuated claimants, we maintain that no other Conference collection should 
have precedence of that for Church Extension. 

The report of our Treasurer will give in detail an account of the receipts 
and expenditures for the year. Eight churches have been aided by our 
fund in six of the districts of the Conference. The relief afforded in some 
of these cases was most timely, and saved the churches thus aided from 
serious difficulty and embarrassment. 

The reports of the Corresponding Secretary and the Treasurer of the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society are hereunto appended. We again com- 
mend this important and growing branch of our work to the cordial sup- 
port of our ministry and membership.

Nothing cripples our work so 
much as indifference from the ministry, and nothing helps us so much as 
their endorsement and active co-operation. We urge the brethren to 
organize their old aids into the new aid to the preacher, the Home Mission 
Society, which is authorized by the General Conference to do the work 
done by the former “aids,” and a great deal more in the way of local benevo- 
lence, visiting, Bible readings, etc. 

We cordially thank the brethren who have helped aud cheered us in our 
work, and earnestly pray God to bless them in their temporary homes, 
which we, as a Home Mission Society, are pledged to build and maintain 
for their comfort.

REPORT OF EP WORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The reports of the pastors show an increase of 10 chapters and 292 mem- 
bers. Our total membership is now 9,636, the largest in the connection. 
As gratifying as the report is we are far from being satisfied with the growth 
and efficiency of our League work. 

W e commend the interest of our Y oung People’s Society to the considera- 
tion of our pastors. Let the aim be to increase our League membership, 
and to render more efficient each chapter and more helpful each member. 

1. We would suggest that the devotional meetings be made services of 
real spiritual power, and each League be an individual factor in the reli- 
gious life and work of the church. 

2. While we would not attempt to make our Leagues mere money gather- 
ers, we would seek the development of each member in systematic liberality 
and effort. 

We urge our pastors to utilize their Leagues in securing the full payment 
of the benevolent collections. 

Orphans and the Orphanage. 

We desire to enlist all our members in some form of philanthropic 
enterprise, so long neglected by us. Accordingly we have requested Rev 
J. H Light, our Conference Second Vice-President, to inquire into the 
actual needs for work in the interest of helpless orphans that may be found 
within our Conference territory, and to discover if possible some practical 
way of meeting the same. 

Distric t Orga nizatio ns . 

We recommend that the district organizations hold conferences at conven- 
ient times and places in every district. 

Revs. J. S. Engle, W. H. H. Joyce and J. O. Knott are appointed to pre- 
pare a skeleton programme for such conferences, to be published in the 
Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate not later than May 15th. 

Rev. J. H. Light has been appointed to take charge of the Epworth

MEMOIRS. 

Rev. J. Hoffman Waugh, D. D. 

The subject of this memoir was born in Alexandria, Ya., March 27, 1814, 
and died in Harrisonburg, Ya., August 10, 1900, in his 87th year. He was 
the eldest child of a distinguished attorney of Washington city, and a 
nepnew r of Bishop Beverly Waugh, of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
His mother, who was a devout member of the Society of Friends, dedicated 
him at his birth to the Lord, of which fact she did not inform him till his 
entrance into the ministry. 

He was liberally educated at the noted ‘‘Benjamin Hallowell School,” 
Alexandria, Ya., and at Georgetown College, District of Columbia. He 
was engaged for some years in secular pursuits, but during most of the 
time was deeply impressed that it w^as his duty to devote his life to the 
work of the ministry. In vain did he endeavor to shake off these impres- 
sions. Until, at last, impelled by the call of God, he resigned a Government 
position worth twelve hundred dollars a year for a rural appointment 
paying but one hundred dollars a year. 

He was converted when about tw'elve years of age, and united with the 
Methodist Church. In 1842 he was received on trial by the Baltimore Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church; became a full member, and 
was ordained Deacon by Bishop Morris at the Old Foundry Church, in 
Washington, March 17, 1844. March 15, 1846, he was ordained Elder by 
Bishop Janes at Eutaw Church, Baltimore. In his early ministry he filled 
some of the most important stations in Baltimore and in Washington city. 
Apart from his various pastoral appointments, he was Presiding Elder of 
the Lewisburg District, and served two terms of four years each as Pre- 
siding Elder of the Rockingham District. 

Dr. Waugh served the following charges at the periods indicated: Jef- 

ferson Circuit, in 1842; Hillsboro, 1843; Prince George’s, 1844; Baltimore 
City Station, 1845; Winchester Circuit, 1846; Jefferson, 1847; Lewisburg, 
1848; Lexington, 1849; Salem, 1850 and 1851; Fincastle, 1852 and 1853; 
East Baltimore, 1854; Fayette Street, Baltimore, 1855 and 1856; West 
Loudoun, 1857 and 1858; Jefferson, 1859 and 18H0; Hillsboro, 1861-1865; 
Lewisburg Di-trict, 1866 1870; Rockingham District, 1870-1874; Alex- 
andria, 1874-1877; Hillsboro. 1877; Falls Church, 1878-1881; Loudoun, 
1881-1883; Piedmont and Linden, 1883; Piedmont, 1884-1886; Lexington, 
1886 ; Rockingham District, 1887-1891 ; Berkely, 1891. While at Lexington, 
in 1886, the degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon him by the 
Washington and Lee University. In 1892 his name was placed on the list of 
superannuates, having completed the fiftieth year of his active ministry. 
After his superannuation he settled in Harrisonburg, Va., where he passed 
a serene old age, amid warm friends, and pleasant surroundings, respected 
and beloved by the entire community. 

In form Dr. Waugh was tall, commanding, and well proportioned; 
dignified in his bearing both in the pulpit and out oi it. He had an incis- 
ive order of mind, was a diligent student, a learned theologian, and a man 
of wide information. He was “ An able minister of the New Testament,” 
preparing his sermons with great care, and bringing no “ unbeaten oil ” into 
the sanctuary of God. He w r as remarkable for his wide command of 
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language, always choosing the most fitting and forcible words to convey 
his meaning. 

Above all, he was a man of great devotion and piety, consecrated with 
singleness of purpose to his high and holy office. He declined no work 
assigned by the church, and shrunk from no labor or sacrifice that it 
involved. The responsible positions of his long career were filled with 
fidelity and success. 

Dr. George V. Leech, of the Baltimore Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, w ho previous to the civil w r ar had been associated with 
Dr. Waugh in ministerial work, in speaking of him, says : 

“It was my good fortune to be the junior colleague of my friend twice ; 
first, in the second year of my ministry on West Loudoun Circuit; again 
in my fourth year on Jefferson. I came to know him intimately. What 
wise counsel, given with the tenderness of an elder brother ! What thorough 
honesty of spirit ! What extensive and exact information ! What fidelity 
to truth and to his exalted work ! I was much in my colleague’s home. I 
always left exalted by my intercourse with this strong man, and his gentle 
but queenly companion ” 

Although his health had been declining for some time his last illness was 
of brief continuance. God spared his aged servant a period of protracted 
suffering. Some days before his death he spoke calmly of his approaching 
departure, and hopefully of the bright and blessed future upon which he 
was soon to enter. 

He leaves behind him a widow and five daughters, to whom we extend 
our sincere sympathies. 

The funeral services were conducted at the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at Harrisonburg, Va., on Sunday, August 12th, at 11 A. M. As a 
mark of respect to his memory all the churches in the town, except one, 
suspended their morning services, and the ministers of these several 
churches were in attendance at the obsequies, together with some of our 
own brethren from adjacent appointments. Rev. Dr. Palmer of the Presby- 
terian Church offered the opening prayer. Rev. Thomas Cooper read the 
first lesson, and Rev. R. L. Fultz the second. Rev. J. E. Armstrong, Pre- 
siding Elder of the Rockingham District ; Rev. J. R. Andrew, Dr. Waugh’s 
pastor, and Rev. Dr. S. K. Cox, editor of the Baltimore Christian Advocate , 
spoke upon the character and ministerial career of our deceased brother. 

The interment was at Woodbine Cemetery, Harrisonburg, Va. 



Rev. Thomas Briley. 

Rev. Thomas Briley was born in Frederick county, Md., in 1836, and died 
at Mt. Jackson, Va., April 19, 1900. 

He was converted to God at an early age, and united with the M. E. 
Church in Altadale, Franklin county, Pa. ; was admitted on trial into the 
Baltimore Conference at its session in Lewisburg, W. Va., 1859; was 
ordained a Deacon at Staunton, 1861, by Bishop Scott, and Elder by Bishop 
Early at the session of 1866 in Alexandria, Va. 

He served as assistant preacher on Springfield, Berkeley Springs and 
Shepherdstown Circuits, and as preacher in charge of Union Circuit, Lew- 
isburg District, in 1861. In 1862 he was united in marriage to Miss Sidney 
Smith, of Darksville, Berkeley county, W. Va., who survives him. 

His subsequent fields of labor were Blue Sulphur, 1862; Warm Springs, 
1863-65; Franklin, 1866; New Market, 1867-68; Crab Bottom, 1869; 
Augusta, 1870. In 1871 he was appointed to Monterey, but on account of 
feeble health failed to go and was placed in charge of Augusta Circuit 
until 1874, when he was superannuated. In 1876 he was made effective and 
served Fairfield and Collinstown circuits till 1882, when his relation w s 
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again changed to that of a superannuate, which relation he sustained for 
two years. Entering again with undaunted courage upon the effective 
work, he was assigned to West Harford, in Maryland, l884-”85 ; to New 
Market, 18«6-’87 ; to Port Republic, 1858; New Hope, 1889’-91 ; Rocking- 
ham, 1892-95; Mt. Jackson, 1896-1900. 

At the last session of the Conference held in Washington city, he was 
placed for the third time on the superannuated list. At the close of the 
session he contracted a severe cold and returned home to sicken and die. 
He was called to attend a funeral in the vicinity of Mt. Jackson. Exposure 
to the inclement weather was followed by double pneumonia, which his 
frail constitution could not resist. His last days, though days of suffering, 
were full of personal testimony to the power of sustaining grace. For 
forty-one years he preached “the Word” — that Jesus Christ was God 
incarnate, who for the redemption of the world suffered even unto death — 
after proclaiming the Gospel for so many years, in prospect of impending 
death, could say with Paul, “ I know whom I have believed.” Possessing 
and enjoying this knowledge, and retaining his faculties to the last, he 
“ passed through death triumphant home.” 

Brother Briley was a man of strong Christian character. One who 
knew him well says, “ He had decided ability as a preacher, and won the 
confidence and affection of the people on e/ery charge he served. In 
the pulpit he was sound in doctrine, grave and dignified in manner, and 
gentle in spirit. In association with his friends, a vein of humor lightened 
the gravity of his bearing, yet without lessening the influence of his pure 
life and example. His zeal for God and his high ideal of duty often led him 
beyond the limit of his physical strength and subjected him to much suffer- 
ing.” But his work on earth is done. Surely ho is one of those to whom 
the Master will say, “Well done, good and faithful servant; enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord.” 

Brother Briley was loved by all his brethren in the ministry, and the mem- 
ory of his useful and faithful career in the ministry of the Baltimore Con- 
ference will long abide in the hearts of those who were under his pastoral 
charge; and, in no part of the Conference territory more deeply than 
within the bounds of the Rockingham District, where he spent, in all, 
twenty-five years in the effective ranks, besides resting two years in Green- 
ville, Augusta county, Va. 

The funeral services were held in the M. E. Church, South, in Mt. Jackson, 
on Friday morning, April 2Gth, and were conducted by the Rev. James E. 
Armstrong, Presiding Elder of the Rockingham District, who selected for 
his text, II Timothy, 4 ch., 6, 7 vs. : *• For I am ready to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hond. I have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith.” Rev. J. R. Andrew and Rev. R. 
M. Wheeler took part in the services. 

His remains were carried to Harrisonburg, and there laid away to await 
the resurrection morn. 



Rev. John Clay Jones. 

John Clay Jones, youngest son of J. M. and Phoebe Jones, was born in 
Franklin, Pendleton county, W. Va., September 18th, 1858, and died at the 
home of his father-in-law, Rev. B. F. Ball, in Romney, W. Va., August 
21, 1900. 

In early manhood he was happily converted to God, and shortly after felt 
called to preach the Gospel. In 1877 he applied for admission into the 
itinerant ministry, and was received by the Baltimere Conference. That 
year he was appointed as junior preacher to Augusta Circuit, Rev. B. F. 
Ball in charge, and was returned to the circuit the following year as the 
jmnior of Rev. L. H. Graybill. In 1879 he was junior preacher on Bladens- 
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burg Circuit. In 1880 he was appointed to White Sulphur Springs Station, 
and continued in charge until 1888. From 1888 to 188/ he was in charge of 
Occoquan Circuit. At the Conference of that year he was placed in charge 
of Grace Mission, now Epworth Church, Washington, D. C. In 1891 he 
was appointed to Basic City, but, obtaining a release from that charge after 
a brief service, he spent several months of travel in Europe. On his return 
he was assigned to his former charge in Washington and remained until 
1895. His next appointment was Trinity Church, Roanoke, which he 
served well for four years, and from which he went in 189a to Woodstock, 
and was in the second year of his ministry there at the time of his death. 

Brother Jones was twice married, his lirst wife being Miss Ada Warren 
Gibson, of Paris, Fauquier county, Va., who lived only a little over one 
year after her marriage, dying December 25th, 1890. On the 19th of 
October, 1898, he was married to Miss Francis Elizabeth Ball, daughter of 
his first colleague, Rev. B. F. Ball, Presiding Elder of the Moorefield 
District. 

Brother Jones was a man of fine physique. His death was as unex- 
pected to us as was that of Brother J. D. Martin last year. He had been 
complaining for two or three weeks, and, under the advice of his physi- 
cian, had gone to Romney where his wife was visiting her father, trusting 
that the change and rest would soon relieve him. Although he knew he 
had typhoid fever, it was only a few hours before his death that it assumed 
a violent form. He was conscious to the last. Looking death in the face he 
called his wife, and attended calmly to some matters of business. As he 
concluded, in response to a proposition to talk about spiritual matters, 
replied : “Since I have been sick I have been so dull and stupid ; my mind 
so confused, that I have not been able to read, scarcely to think, and 
hardly to pray caunectedly, but I have no doubt or fear, and am fully satis- 
fied as to my acceptance with God, ‘through Him that loved me and gave 
Himself for me.’ ” Later in the day he prayed with those that were 
present, commending his broked family to God. In a little while after- 
wards fell asleep, to awaken in the Kingdom above. 

Wednesday afternoon, the Moorefield District Conference went in a 
body to the district parsonage where the funeral services were held. The 
next day his remains were taken to Harrisonburg for interment, the official 
board of Woodstock acting as pallbearers, The following Sunday memo- 
rial services were held in Woodstock, all of the churches of the town 
uniting to pay a last tribute to one they all loved so well. 

In the death of Brother Jones the Conference has lost one of its best 
men and ablest ministers. In his preaching he was clear, thoughtful and 
logical. He never indulged in repetitions, trite sayings and stereotyped 
expressions. His subjects were thoroughly discussed, showing thought, 
research and freshness. As a pastor he was genial, helpful, vigilant and 
discreet. He was a man of superior sense and judgment. He knew men 
as well as things. He understood human nature, and knew how to deal 
with all kinds of men. He was a man of the finest social qualities, his 
ready wit, which sparkled with brilliancy, along with his sunny humor and 
disposition made him a favorite with all who knew him. His information 
w'as most accurate. He never indulged in idle speculations, but knew 
“whereof he spoke.” To those who did not understand him he was kind, 
generous and forgiving. To his friends; true in every word and deed’ 
counting no sacrifice too great to make for them. Those who knew him 
best loved him most. In the language of his last text, from which he 
preached August 5th, we offer our last and highest eulogy : “For he was a 
good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith, and much people were 
added unto the Lord.” 

For his sorrow-stricken wife and two children left behind, we pray: May 
his God be their God, and the God of the widows and the fatherless keep 
them, ’neath the shadow of His wings.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

Dear Brethern. — The influence of the press is being more and more 
felt in all the departments of chureh work, and demands the careful con- 
sideration of our Annual Conference. No human agency except that of the 
iiving ministry is comparable to it in the formation of public opinion, and 
in directing the activities of the church. With a proper appreciation of 
this department of the church’s work we have heard with pleasure and 
gratitude to God of the continued prosperity of our Publishing House at 
Nashville, Tenn. The report is most gratifying in that it shows a constant 
increase in the volume of business done by the house. The report presented 
to the Conference shows an increase of business fer the year ending March 
31, 1900, of $10,000 over that of any preceding year in its history. We are 
assured by the agent, Dr. Barbee, that the year ending March 31, 1901, will 
show a still larger increase. Not only in the volume of business, but also in 
the character of the books and periodicals published is there special reasons 
for congratulation. Tne books that have been published under the imprint 
of our book editor have been pure in character, elevated in tone, and 
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thoroughly Christian in spirit. The mechanical work upon them is, we 
believe, equal to that of any other publishing house of the country. We 
would give unqualified endorsement to the periodicals which are being 
issued. These are The Christian Advocate , The Methodist Review, The Review 
of Missions , The Epworth Era, the Sunday-School Periodicals , The Woman's 
Missionary Advocate and Our Homes. These seem to cover the whole need 
of the church, and we believe that there is a field for each of them, so that 
none ought to be dispensed with. As The Methodist Review and The 
Epworth Era are reported as not self-sustaining, let the effort be made o 
ncrease their circulation, not discontinue their great usefulness by ceasing 
heir publication. 

We endorse the consolidation of the Richmond and the Baltimore Chris- 
tian Advocates, and commend the new paper to the patronage of our people. 
Inasmuch as we incur no financial obligation in its publication, and also 
reserve the right to withdraw our endorsement of it by resolution at any 
annual session of our Conference, we feel under the greater obligation to 
give the paper our hearty and loyal support while it remains our recog- 
nized Conference organ. We would express our highest appreciation of 
the scholarly manner in which our Conference editor, Dr S. K. Cox, has 
performed his editorial work. At the request of the publisher we recom- 
mend his appointment as the editor for the Baltimore Conference for the 
ensuing year. We would also express our thanks to Rev. H. M. Hope for 
the manner in which he has conducted the editorial management of the 
paper during the past Conference year, and pledge him our support for the 
coming year. 

We are glad that by a contract with the Publishing House, Brother Rush 
Robinson will be in a position to carry a stock of current Sunday-school 
literature and a full line of Methodist publications. Such an arrangement 
will be of great service to our Conference. We recommend the appoint- 
ment of Brother Rush Robinson as colporteur of this Conference for the 
ensuing year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

With regard to the papers received from the American Anti-Saloon 
League, of Washington, D. C., and James W. Bodley, of Staunton, Va., 
requesting our co-operation in the suppression of the saloon: While we 
do not deem it proper for this Conference to send delegates to the Conven- 
tion of the American Anti-Saloon League, or to unite with the same and 
other specially organized temperance bodies in petitioning the Constitu- 
tional Convention of the State of Virginia to give the people an opportunity 
to vote their wishes on the question of the liquor traffic, we, the committee, 
unanimously set forth what we think are the sentiments of this Conference 
whli reference to the liquor traffic in the following resolutions : 

1. We would remind our people of paragraph No. 215 of the Discipline : 
“ Let all our preachers and members abstain from the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors, to be used as a beverage, from signing petitions 
for such sale, in becoming bondsman for any. person as a candidate for 
obtaining license, and from renting property to be used for such sale. If 
any member shall violate any provision of this paragraph, it shall be the 
duty of the pastor to deal with the offender.” (Chap. 7, sec. 5.) 

2. We recommend that temperance societies be organized for the promo- 
tion of the cause of temperance whenever it is thought good may be done, 
and that special effort may be made to enlist our young people in this cause. 

3. We recommend that our people avail themselves of the benefit of the 
local option laws of their respective States, and exercise their rights as 
citizens in suppressing the liquor traffic. 
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4. We suggest that the cause of temperance be prominently brought before 
our District Conferences, that it may thereby be brought and kept*before 
the minds of the people as a safeguard and help against intemperance.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your committee has had several sittings. It has carefully considered the 
needs of the Bible cause in our own territory. Dr. Campbell, Virginia 
State Agent of the American Bible Society, was before the committee and 
gave us some facts that shofild be of interest to us as Methodists and as a 
Conference. When we remember that the support of this great work is 
largely in the hands of the Methodists and Presbyterians, and that only 
$2,496 was reaeived from all sources from the State of Virginia for carrying 
on this work, it certainly behooves us, as the Baltimore Conference, to 
seriously consider our obligations to this great religious institution. In 
considering the reports of the collections for the Bible cause, they show a 
much smaller amount than we ought to pay for a Conference with a mem- 
bership of some 50,000. Yet 50,000 members contributed, in 1900, but $471. 
We are constrained to believe that the small collections for this cause are 
due largely to a lack of system or entire neglect by many of our pastors. 
There seems to be, iu the majority of cases, no special time when this claim 
is presented and the collection taken. Therefore, we recommend that the 
third Sunday in September be appointed by the Conference as the day 
when all of our pastors shall present this cause, and lift a collection for 
the same, not that we believe one Sunday better than another, but that 
some Sunday is better than none. We trust that the Conference will 
concur in our recommendation. We would further call the attention of 
our bretliern to the opportunities they have of circulating the Scriptures 
in their communities in their pastoral word, and thus aid by their personal 
elforts the work of the Society. We believe that this work of putting the 
Scriptures in the hands of the people is too much neglected by our pastors, 
and is left entireiy too much to the agents of the Society. Much labor and 
expense could be thus saved the Society. 

We would further call the attention of our Epworth Leagues to the 
great opportunity many of them have of supplying the jails and alms- 
houses with copies of God’s work.

It is 
a power for our Church and for the cause of Christ, and should be heartily 
sustained by our people. 

3. The Baltimore Conference has equal rights to all the advantages of 
the five institutions, and is represented on the Board of Trustees in pro- 
portion to membership, furnishing one-tliird of that body, It proposes to 
pay one-third of the expenses for maintaining and developing the work. 

4. The Virginia Conference assesses annually $3,500 and pays about 
$2,700; the Baltimore Conference assesses $2,000 and pays about $1,200. 

5. By a vigorous and united support of the Twentieth Century Move- 
ment, all the enterprises of the System can be set upon a firm footing, and 
their usefulness greatly enlarged. Let no Methodist feel that he has done 
his whole duty until he has made his contribution to this work.

Rev. John Cunningham Dice, who was P. E. of the Rocking- 
ham District from 183d to 1888 inclusive, was born in Pendleton coun- 
ty, Va., Nov. 8, 1820. He was licensed to exhort by the Quarterly 
Conference of Franklin Circuit, December, 1846, and was licensed to 
preach by the same Quarterly Conierence Jan. 1, 1848, and was received 
on trial in the Baltimore Annual Conference at ist following session. 

In 1868-65, he was pastor of the church in Staunton, and during 
that time between two and three hundred souls professed faith in Christ. 
During his ministry he served seventeen pastoral charges and three 
Districts. He was a man of great gentleness of spirit, a clear evangel- 
ical preacher, and a faithful and successful pastor. 

He died in peace April 5, 1892. 
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ham District from 1833 to 1888 inclusive, was born in Pendleton coun- 
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preach by the same Quarterly Conlerence Jan. 1, 1848, and was received 
on trial in the Baltimore Annual Conference at ist following session. 

In 186.V65, he was pastor of the church in Staunton, and during 
that time between two and three hundred souls professed faith in Christ. 
During his ministry he served seventeen pastoral charges and three 
Districts. He was a man of great gentleness of spirit, a clear evangel- 
ical preacher, and a faithful and successful pastor. 

He died in peace April 5, 1892. 
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The Baltimore Annual Conference was shock- 
ed soon after its adjournment in Roanoke city last 
April, by the announcement of the sudden death of 
Rev. Samuel M. Bowman. He had just finished a 
successful term in Brunswick, Md., and was as- 
signed to a new pastorate at Parnassus, in the 
Rockingham District. He reached his charge on 
Saturday, in the latter part of April last, preached 
a very helpful sermon to the congregation at Mt. 
Sidney on Sunday morning, and died suddenly that 
afternoon. He entered the Conference in 1890, 
and died in 1901. ' But in the eleven years that he 
was a minister in this Conference, he showed him- 
self to be a good and successful workman. 

Though dead, he continues to live in his works, 
and in the memory of those w’ho knew and loved 
him.

On the Spiritual State of tlie Church. 



The Committee on the Spiritual State of the Church, has 
received reports from the various pastoral charges of the Dis- 
trict, and now submits its report. The committee has 
thought it best to give the language used by the pastors them- 
selves, in reporting the spiritual state of their charges, as 
indicating what the spiritual condition of the Church in the 
District is, better than the committee’s own statements might 
do. The work of the committee therefore has very largely 
been one of compilation and arrangement. 

Staunton and Mission — Judged by the ordinary tests the 
spiritual condition of this charge is fair. The attendance 
upon the means of grace is good. The Sunday congregations 
are large, the mid-week meetings are well attended, the Sun- 
day Schools appear to be doing good and faithful work, the 
Deagues have an encouraging average attendance, and the 
spirit of the membership seems to be hopeful. Earnest prayer 
is being offered for a revival of religion. 

Harrisonburg — The spiritual condition is good. Attend- 
ance upon the ordinances and social meetings is large. The 
church is healthy and prosperous. 

Bridgewater — The ordinances are largely attended, and 
the spiritual condition of the church is good. 

Mount Crawford — The attendance upon the general and 
social means of grace in this charge is good. The congrega- 
tions that listen to the preaching of the word are large, and 
earnest and attentive listeners. All the members commune, 
and the spiritual state is healthy. 
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Parnassus— The condition of this charge is above the 
average, the pastor thinks. The ordinances and public wor- 
ship are well attended ; church conferences are held monthly. 
The outlook is full of encouragement. 

West Augusta — The spiritual state of this charge is re- 
garded by the pastor as below the standard, but he can see 
some little signs of improvement. The attendance at all the 
churches is increasing, and interest in the ordinances and 
means of grace has advanced a little. 

Augusta— Since the last District Conference there have 
been 27 professions of faith in this charge, and 47 additions to 
the membership of the church. The attendance upon the 
ministry of the word is good, and the social meetings are 
fairly well attended. 

Waynesboro— As far as the pastor can judge from the 
short time he has been on the work, the spiritual state of this 
charge is fair. The ordinances and social meetings are well 
attended. The pastor feels encouraged. 

Basic City— While this charge is connected with Waynes- 
boro, yet we report it separately. The pastor regards the 
spiritual state of this charge as very low, yet there are some 
hopeful signs of improvement. The attendance upon the 
ordinances and social means of grace is fairly good. 

New Hope— While the social means of grace on this 
charge are not fully appreciated, yet the attendance upon the 
ordinances and the preaching of the word is fairly good. 

Rocking ha m — T he spiritual state of this charge is re- 
ported to be not of the highest type. The people are un- 
demonstrative, yet under this quiet exterior spiritual life 
exists. Most oi the members attend the Lord’s Supper, 
prayer meetings are small, but attendance upon the preaching 
of the word is good. 

East Rockingham — T he spiritual state of this charge is 
fair. A few of the members are pious ; many are lukewarm. 
The attendance upon the preached word is good ; the prayer 
meeting is poorly attended. Family prayer is very much neg- 
lected. 

Elkton— The spiritual state of this charge is good as in- 
dicated by attendance upon the various means of grace. 

Port Republic— The religious state of this charge is as 
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good as any the pastor has ever served, judged by attendance 
at preaching, and also by the work done by the Sunday 
Schools and Ep worth Leagues. The fact that the circuit paid 
out last year and has no debt, is taken to be a further evidence 
that this charge is in a healthy state. Prayer meetings are 
not so well attended as they should be. 

Shenandoah — The congregations at Shenandoah are good, 
but are made up largely by non-members. Many members 
are never present at the services. At the country appoint- 
ments the church has suffered from schisms and heresies, yet 
the fair attendance on the public means of grace in this 
charge gives hope of better times. 

Marksville — The spiritual state of the church is reported 
to be only medium. Some of the members manifest much, 
and others but little, of the spirit of Christ. While the at- 
tendance at preaching is very good, yet but few take a deep 
interest in prayer and class -meetings. The greater part of the 
members take the Lord’s Supper. 

Luray — Many of the people on this charge have religion 
of a pure t3'pe ; and show it in their lives. We are not retro- 
grading, but growing in grace. There have been forty pro- 
fessions of faith since our last District Conference. 

New Market — This work has greatly improved in recent 
years. At the present time the work is in fair condition. 
The attendance at public worship is excellent. 

Mount Jackson — The spiritual state of this charge seems 
to be improving. The people are loyal and true, and the at- 
tendance at public worship is often very large. The ordi- 
nances are well attended, and the outlook is very hopeful. 

Fairjield — The congregations in this charge are good, and 
the spiritual state is fair. 

Baths and Goshen — The spiritual state of the church at 
Goshen and Rockbridge Baths may average fairly with other 
charges of the District, but is certainly not what it ought to 
be. Yet we are informed, not a few men and women are 
living faithful, holy, consecrated lives. There are many in- 
ducements to worldliness in the bounds of this charge, but 
public and private efforts are made by the pastor to show the 
counter-attractions of the gospel, and thus save the } r oung 
especially from worldliness and sin. 
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From the foregoing statements, it will appear that the 
spiritual state of the church within the bounds of the Rock- 
ingham District, is generally hopeful, and no reason appears 
to your committee why the church should not advance in 
everything that makes a church strong and useful. As will 
be seen from these reports, the rule usually adopted by which 
to determine the spiritual state of the church, is attendance 
upon the public means of grace. Full congregations are 
always pleasing, and are encouraging, and give the pastor a 
large opportunity for doing good when the word is preached. 
And yet the committee would venture to suggest that the rule 
is by no means an infallible one. Deep spirituality may exist 
where the congregation is small, and may be wanting where 
it is large. Family prayer, secret pra 3 r er, reading and study- 
ing God’s word, and private meditation, are means of grace 
that can not be too much emphasized. These with the public 
services of the church furnish ample facilities for the cultiva- 
tion of spiritual life.

On Sunday Schools. 

From the reports of the different charges, we find that out 
of the total number of 65 Schools, there are 47 of them organ- 
ized into Missionary Societies. 

These reports show an increase of 6 schools in the District. 
This is gratifying, as the growth of the church depends, to a 
very large extent, upon the Sunday Schools. 

And too, they show that thus our people are becoming 
more alive to the great fact that the earlier impressions upon 
the mind are the ones which tell most potently for time and 

eternity. 4 

In view of the fact, the child’s mind is more susceptible to 
religious impression, than the mind of older persons, your 
committee respectfully suggest that special effort be made 
during protracted meetings to lead Sunday School scholars 
into the church. 
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Since the reports show an increase in number of Mission- 
ary Societies in our schools, it is comforting to know that the 
missionary prejudice is being broken down, and by persistent, 
faithful work in diffusing missionary intelligence among our 
young people, we shall do much towards hastening the day 
when the kingdoms of this world shall be the Kingdom of our 
Lord and of His Christ,

On Epworth Leagues. 

The Rockingham District, with its twenty-one different 
charges and twenty-one ministers, reported at the last annual 
Conference thirty-two Ep worth Leagues (including Juniors), 
and 1189 members. In the same territory we have sixty-one 
Sunday Schools, 700 officers and teachers, 5129 Sunday 
School scholars and 6408 church members. 

This represents only 1 League to 2 Sunday Schools, 3 
Leagues to 2 ministers, 1 Leaguer to 5 Sunday School mem- 
bers, 1 Leaguer to 6 church members. 

Of the 21 'charges, 4 reported no League, and now 2 more 
— 6 in all — report no League : — West Augusta, New Hope, 
Shenandoah, New Market, Mount Jackson and Fairfield. 
Six charges, with 13 Sunday Schools, and no Ep worth 
League. 

Two of these, New Hope and New Market, hope to make 
a new start, and report new Leagues, before the New Year. 

It would be very interesting if we could give this Confer- 

% 

ence reliable information as to the membership, attendance, 
and chief characteristic, of each existing League ; but the 
pastors’ reports seldom .give such full information. We ex- 
pect our Epworth League Conference will inform us more in 
detail. 

The following extracts from reports are encouraging : 
‘ ‘ Our League is well equipped with officers ; ” “ Our young 

people are deeply interested and most enthusiastic in the 
work ; ” “ We are doing well, there is great interest,” Then 
with discrimination is added, ‘‘Yet we have room for im- 
provement.” 
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Our Leagues are bearing much fruit, and we rejoice to 
read of “ two converted ” in one Junior League, and “ four 
added to the church ” from another Junior. Can it be true 
that in any place 4 ‘ some old members take no interest in the 
League, but try to discourage it ?” 

Truly we may all join in another report, “ We need more 
consecration, more zeal.” We trust that before long each 
charge will be able to report, as some do, “ Our Leagues are 
well organized, and at work in all departments; ” for as an- 
other says, “ There is plenty of material.” 

The result of another year’s work convinces us more 
fully than ever, that in the Ep worth League the church has 
an invaluable organization. The material by which our 
churches are surrounded is here brought together and put 
into shape. 

The League is calculated to make young Christians, and 
to make young Christians work. Those of us who have 
Leagues do not know what we should do without them. 

They are the training ground for our church workers. 
Here we can lead them gently on, step by step, from reading 
a single verse of Scripture to conducting a League, or any 
other church meeting. 

When the pastor is sick, or absent at another place, why 
should the church door be closed? No reason, usually, if 
there is an Ep worth League. 

The 4 ‘ Epworth Era ” is of greatest service to us in our 
work. It is an intellectual and spiritual stimulus. Helps to 
encourage the Esprit de corps . The price is very mod- 

erate. The larger the circulation of the “ Era,” the better 
our meetings will be, and the greater the League’s prosperity.

No reports have been received from two of the charges — 
Goshen and Fairfield. 

Of the twenty-one fields of labor, nine receive missionary 
appropriations from the Annual Conference. This is neces- 
sary as at present constituted. 

No new territory claims occupancy as a circuit, but many 
of the circuits are now doing missionary work. Perhaps 
some new adjustments of present circuits could be made with 
advantage, new mission charges formed, and the number of 
circuits now receiving missionary aid be decreased or the 
amount of their appropriations lessened. If this can be done, 
it should be done as soon as possible. 

As reported to us, there are five Women’s Foreign So- 
cieties : one each at Staunton, Harrisonburg, Mt. Crawford, 
Elkton and Luray ; six Women’s Home Mission Societies, 
two at Staunton Mission, and one each at Staunton, Harrison- 
burg, West Augusta and Rockingham ; three Juvenile So- 
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ieties , one each at Staunton, Bridgewater and Augusta ; one' 
Missionary Society, general in character, at Shenandoah. 

Besides which most of the Sunday Schools are organized- 

into Missionary Societies. 

Epworth Leagues are manifesting more interest in mis- 
sions.

at Randolph Macon Academy, Front Royal. No efforts are 
being made this }*ear for the 20th Century Fund. 

Marksville — B. L. Parrott, P. C.: No pupil attending our 
Church Schools this year; efforts in that direction failed. On 
the 20th Century Fund we have collected and paid in $26.10 
the amount due for this } 7 ear. 

Luray — H. H. Sherman.- P. C.: Two first-class students 

at Randolph Macon College, and others who are possible stu- 
dents for some of our schools. $57.75 have been collected on 
the 20th Century Fund, and $47.00 are yet due. 

New Market — -J. J. Ringer, P. C.: No patrons of Church 
Schools the past year. One young lady for “Randolph Macon 
Woman’s College” next year. I can find no record of 20th 
Century Fund. 

Mt. Jacksori — J. M. Hawley, P. C.: We have no student 

at present in our Church Schools. Our people are not suffi- 
ciently interested in educational work. The 20th Century Offer- 
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ing was presented at every appointment, but our people made 
no response 

Fairfield — X,. H. Gray bill, P. C.: No pupils at Church. 

Schools. A small amount — about $20 —subscribed, and $15 
paid to the 20th Century Fund. 

Rockbridge Baths and Goshen — E- R. Markwood, P. C.r 
No patrons for our Church Schools at present. I want to 
look after this matter — am doing so to some extent. As to 
amount collected or amount due on the 20th Century Fund, I 
cannot accurately report just now. 

The foregoing abstracts indicate that the attention of our 
people has not been properly called to our church schools, or 
else a lack of appreciation of the merits of the schools . 

It may be that in some instances a lower rate has been 
offered, but when the thoroughness and other advantages of 
our schools are considered, it will be found in the end but 
poor economy to give others the preference. 

We repeat what has been said more than once, that our 
Academy and Colleges have no superiors 

To your Committee it seems, at least probable, that the 
local committees or boards of education have failed to do what 
has been expected of them in making inquiry as to probable 
pupils and informing those in charge of the schools, so that 
the pupils may be sought and the claims of the schools prop- 
erly presented. 

Your Committee would therefore suggest that the pastors 
refer to the action of the Annual Conference and recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Education on the subject and give more 
attention to this part of our work.

On Finance and Churcb Property. 

Staunton — The envelope system is used. The pastor’s 
salary is paid up every month, the Presiding Elder’s every 
quarter. The current expenses of the church are paid month- 
ly. The congregation is disposed to be liberal and seems to 
pay cheerfully. 

Staunton Mission— Voluntary assessments paid through 
envelopes. Pastor in Charge and Presiding Elder paid up 
quarterly, last year. 

Harrisonburg. — The envelope system successfully worked. 
The pastor’s salary is paid up every month. Presiding Elder’s 
every quarter, other church expenses monthly. 

Bridgewater — Salary raised by assessment plan. Confer- 
ence collections by envelopes. 

Mt. Crawford — Envelope system used with some degree of 
success. 

Parnassus — Has no financial system. Voluntary contri- 
butions are depended on. 

West Augusta — No special system. 

Augusta — Assessments paid through envelopes. 
Waynesboro — Envelope system used, Contributions have 
been fair since Conference. 

Basic City — No financial system; finances very far in ar- 

L rears. 

New Hope — The assessment plan is worked in part. 
Rockingham — The prevailing system is the use of envel- 
opes. 
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East Rockingham— Envelopes are used, supplemented by 
personal appeal. 

Elkton — The envelope system is used for pastor’s salary. 

Port Republic — The membership is assessed, collections 
made quarterly. The envelope system has been tried without 
success. 

Shenandoah — An envelope system is in operation at 
Shenandoah. The country appointments have no system. 

Marksville — The stewards have adopted the assessment 
plan which has met with some success. 

Luray — The envelope system is used, but is largely auto- 
matic so far as the stewards are concerned until one week 
before Conference. 

New Market— The envelope system is used to some ex- 
tent, and wherever used works admirably. Contributions are 
coming in slowly. 

Mt. Jackson— This charge has adopted the voluntary as- 
sessment plan. It is starting off well the pastor and people 
are very much encouraged. 

Fairfield — Assessment plan. 

Baths and Goshen — No system. Contributions meagre.

The Junior League. 

MRS. THOS. COOPER. 

The Junior League, though young, is proving the wisdom 
of the founders, in that it is doing a much needed work for the 
children in a field that has not been thoroughly cultivated 
heretofore. It has a place distinctively its own, and I might 
call it an auxiliary or helper in more ways than one. 

Its object and aim is to give a field for work and training 
for the active little heads, hands and feet of our children, on 
practically the same lines that the Senior League gives to the 
young people. 
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John Wesley said, where there are ten children whose 
parents belong to the Society, meet with them at least once a 
week, and if ten could not be found, meet with less number. 
He regarded this work as so important. This opens up a 
wide field for development, as it takes up the whole being, 
mental, moral, spiritual, and we should not neglect the physic- 
al, for are not our bodies the temple of the holy spirit? It is 
a training school, too, in the highest and best sense . 

In order that the League may do the work designed for it 
to do, the choice of superintendent is very important. How- 
ever difficult it may be to find a model one, each should aim 
to attain the best preparation possible for so noble a work, and 
our Heavenly Father accepts our efforts when we aim to do 
all for His glory. Among the many qualities necessary for a 
good superintendent, w r e may mention some of them. We 
would mention first, love for children, for without this our 
work would be largely mechanical, patience, perseverance, 
cheerfulness, hopefulness, optimism, consecration, add to 
these tact , and ordinarily we will have a successful leader, 
whose influence will tell largely upon the lives of the little 
ones, and who may be instrumental in winning many precious 
souls for the garner above. 

We come now to speak of the different departments of the 
League, and I would say that emphasis should be given to the 
business. I will call it the head of the League. Here the chil- 
dren may be taught business principles, to do their work sys- 
tematically and regularly instead of spasmodically as is the 
manner of some; here they may learn to make good officers, 
and I would change them often, so that each may learn to fill 
any office by practicing the real work of that office. 

Each department of the League can be made a perfect little 

organization in itself, and the first department should receive 
close and careful attention. I will call it the heart of the 
League. Children very early learn to adore and magnify the 
Great Being who loved them and gave himself for them, and 
they love him more than they can tell, and more than any one 
ever knows. This is the place for heart culture , and affords 
the pastor one of the finest opportunities to instruct the chil- 
dren in spiritual things, and permit me to say that it is one 
place at least, where the baptized children of the church might

receive recognition and the loving care that young and tender 
plants so much need in order to bee ome strong enough to 
stand the storms and temptations of life. 

The Department of Practice, I will call the hands of the 
Teague. This cultivates the opposite of selfishness, as it goes 
out and ministers to the needs of others in many little deeds of 
kindness, the value of which may never be known in this life. 
This is the field for work. Jesus said: “My father worketh 

hitherto and I work.” Work is divine and makes character, 
and character building is one of the great aims of our Junior 
League. 

Some people are beginning to ask that we have fewer so- 
cieties for the children. Would it not be better to have just 
one society for them and include all their work in it, instead of 
organizing a Foreign Missionary Society and a Home Mission 
Society among the same children, would it not be well to put 
all this work into the Junior League and teach the children to 
handle two oars at the same time — one hand for Foreign and 
one for Home Missions, and also include temperance and oth- 
er societies ? This would greatly simplify the juvenile work, 
would broaden their views, and there is such wonderful power 
in united effort. Think of all the children in our church com- 
bined in one great organization. What an amount of enthu- 
siasm could be generated ! and there is always inspiration in 
numbers. 

We now come to the Department of Instruction, on the 
Sure Foundation , the Bible , which is the basis of our religious 
faith. No book is so well adapted to all classes, ages, and 
conditions of mankind, and there is no other book that cuti- 
vates the heart and the head like the Bible. Its teachings en- 
ter into all departments of our League work. 

The reading of other good books should be much encour- 
aged. A writer has said : “A man who plants a tree is a 

benefactor to the future generations of his race, but the one 
who procures the reading of a good book benefits both the pres- 
ent and the future.” 

Under this department comes the social life of the chil- 
dren, so necessary on the part of the leaders to keep the little 
feet from straying into forbidden paths. Let them have bar- 
rels of fun, Hay -rides, Picnics, Games, plenty of outdoor com- 



I 
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panionship. Play is a large part of their life, and it is so easy 
to make a child happy. Their little clouds of sorrow so soon 
vanish, in the bright sunshine, and their joy is so pure and 
unalloyed, that one feels almost like saying : 

“Backward turn backward O time in your flight — 

Make me a child again just for to-night.’’ 

In addition to the three departments it is well to have at 
least three divisions. The first division, including all the 
children over twelve years of age. The second, all from 
twelve to eight. The third, all under eight; each division to 
have a Superintendent selected from the Senior League or 
some other suitable person, whose office shall be to look after 
the children in each division, and assist the three Vice-Presi- 
dents. 

Praise is sunshine to the little ones, and we might as well 
undertake to grow flowers in a snow bank, as expect to 
train them successfully by constant rebuff and criticism. 
Therefore to the women, I would say: let us be lavish in 
praise, rich and prodigal, in mother love, it costs so little and 
yields such large returns. 

Except ye be converted and become as little children, ye 
cannot enter the kingdom of heaven. 



The League and its Literature, 
Where to Get it and How to Use it. 



MISS GRACE JEFFRIES. 



In the subject of this paper: “The League and its Literature, 
Where to get it, and How to Use it,” we have the whole ques- 
tion of the place literature should occupy in the League, and 
in considering it, consider the entire work of the 3rd Depart- 



ment. 



I remember four or five years ago taking for an essay 
“Books — why we read,” thinking it a light, easy subject. In 
one sense it was easy, there was no lack of material, the sub- 
iect seemed almost inexhaustible, one felt that to do anything 
like justice to it one needed to write a book of many chapters 



instead of a single paper. The question of the use of litera- 
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ture in the League brings up almost the same subject: Why 

do we read, or rather why should we read ? The first and 
greatest reason should be, To form our Ideal. I should put 
that object before even the acquirement of knowledge, for it 
is hardly possible to overestimate the importance of having 
a high ideal, no matter how far we may fall short of it. It 
may not make us happier, often it makes us very unhappy and 
discontented, for which w r e should be thankful. Browning 
says: 

“When the fight begins within himself 

A man’s worth something — the soul wakes and grow T s; 

Prolong that battle through his life, 

Never cease growing till the life to come.” 

Anything more hopeless, more irritating, than the calm, 
self-satisfied, self complacency of the man (or woman) who 
’“aims at nothing and hits it,” can hardly be conceived. We 
all remember the story of the man w T ho called out to his boys : 
“What are doing, John ?” “Nothing, sir ” “And what are 
3 ^ou doing, Tom ?” “Helping John, Sir.” One of the great pur- 
poses of reading is to make it impossible for any one to be 
contented with this kind of thing. The best test we can 
have that a book has done us good is if w r e feel when we have 
read it that we must do something. That proves that it has 
had a stimulating effect on our minds and that our minds are 
growing. This is good for every one, particularly for 3 ^oung 
people, and as the work of the League is especially among 
young people, and its object to develop the undeveloped forces 
of our church, it must be acknowledged that literature has a 
distinct and important place in the work of the League. 

What do we mean by League literature ? We naturally 
think of The Era, The Reading Conrse, perhaps also The Dis- 
cipline, and certainly a Course of Bible Study. This gives a 
fairly wide field, but those who study the Ep worth League 
Hand Book will find in addition a list of fifty great books, in- 
cluding books of every kind from the “Philosophy of the 
Plan of Salvation” to “Pickwick Papers, ” which we are recom- 
mended to study, and also when practicable the Chatauqua 
Reading Course. If we go over the directions for the conduct 
of the 3rd Department carefully, we shall find that League 
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literature is English literature, for us to use according to our 
own discretion. 

But we wish to be practical. Every League has to decide, 
1st. What they need themselves, and 2d. How they can best 
accomplish what they need. Upon having a clear conception 
of these tw r o points all the success of the work of the 3rd De- 
partment depends. 

What is essential ? How is it to be compassed ? What 
is desirable ? Where is it practicable? 

The first piece of work to be undertaken by the 3rd De- 
partment in every League should be systematic Bible study. 
This is made very easy from the fact that we have two subjects 
for Bible study given us each week: The Sunday School Les- 
son and the Topic for the Devotional meeting, of the League. 

If w 7 e see that either of these is thoroughly studied by the 
members of the League we have by that means established a 
system of Bible study. 

With regard to the Sunday School Lesson . The object 
of the League is to help each branch of church work. If there 
is no Teachers’ Meeting in connection with the Sunday School 
the 3rd Department may organize one. If there is one they 
may arrange with the officers of the Sunday School and make 
it the base of their operations. In our Charge we have intro- 
duced the International Bible Reading Association. It costs 
the members 3 cents a year. They receive on the 1st of Janu- 
ary a card with the Bible readings for the whole year, and each 
month a leaflet with hints on each day’s readings The read- 
ing for Monday is the Sunday School lesson for the next Sun- 
day, and the readings all through the week, though selected 
from all over the Bible, bear on the Sunday School lesson. In 
this way we have the lessons for the whole year arranged on a 
card small enough to keep in one’s Bible, which is much more 
convenient than having to lookout one’s Sunday School Mag- 
azine each day, and as the members when they take a card 
pledge themselves to read the selected portion each day, the 
habit of daily Bible reading is being spread. One great ad- 
vantage of this system is that while you could not well ask 
professing Christians if they read the Bible every day for fear 
of insulting them, you can insure their doing it by asking 
them to join the International Bible Association, and if one 
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lias no other opportunity of studying the Sunday School les- 
son but the careful reading of the International Bible Reading 
Association’s readings through the week, he will not come to 
the Sunday School unprepared. 

Then there is the Topic for the League Devotional Meet- 
ing. All that has been said about the International Bible 
Reading Association readings for the Sunday School, applies 
to the home readings for the League Topics given in The Era. 
Unfortunately a great many of our Leaguers do not take The 
Era and, more unfortunately still, a great many who do take 
it, do not read it. I am hoping some time we shall have a 
card similar to the International Bible Reading Association 
for the League, but as things are now, if we are to study the 
League Topic each week thoroughly, we must have The 
Era. 

The reading of The Era is a most important item in our 
League work. Experience has taught us that a League, where 
The Era is not in general circulation cannot grow and do the 
work it ought to do, and we have seen Leagues otherwise pros- 
perous in which the interest was almost destroyed because 
hardly any of the members took The Era, and did not seem to 
feel their need of it. I wish each one of us in our own Leagues 
would go straight for one delusion. Some of our Leaguers 
seem to have the idea that all they need The Era for is to read 
from it their own part in a Devotional Meeting. We believe 
it is the duty of every Leaguer, if they possibly can, to read 
every word printed in The Era. To Study the Scripture Sub- 
ject with the Home Readings from beginning to end, and to 
know as much about every one else’s part as they do about 
their own. But what are we to do when the Leaguers will 
not subscribe for The Era ? We all know the old saying : 

“If she will she will you may depend o’t, 

And if she won’t she won’t and there’s an end o’t.” 

In that case we must leave it, but I do not think there 
are so many who “won’t,” and this is where the work of the 
Third Department comes in. We can do a great deal by talk-, 
ing about the paper — lending our copy to other Leaguers. 
We can find out if there are members among us who do appre- 
ciate the paper and would like to take it, but to whom it is 
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not convenient. I would rather send two or three copies of 
The Era to members who would I know appreciate them, than 
give a money subscription to a League. I should consider I 
was doing the League more good. Many others think the 
same, and most Leagues could arrange and have two or three 
copies .sent. Sometimes also Era Clubs could be formed; two 
or three joining and arranging to study the subject together. 

^ These are suggestions for each Third Vice-President to work 
out for themselves. 

After Bible Study and the study of The Era, we should 
consider the Reading Course. I think every League ought to- 
take the Reading Course, and every Third Vice-President read 
it. Then the Third Vice-President should speak to the mem- 
bers of the League and take a list of the names of those will- 
ing to take the course, see that the books are exchanged reg- 
ularly, mark off the names as each one finishes the course, so 
that the list will be ready without further trouble and be sent 
off at the end of the year. This is the very simplest plan. 
To it we could add, when practicable, a monthly meeting, to 
which all the Leagues might be invited and where as much as 
possible of the social element should be introduced. At this- 
meeting, we could ask those taking the Course to discuss the 
books they had read, and to ask for explanations of any theory 
they did not understand; in this way others might become in- 
terested. 

One would hardly be justified in givinga paper on League 
Literature, without referring to the study of the Discipline, 
which is so constantly urged upon us It has occurred to us 
that part of the time of the Teachers’ Meeting might profita- 
bly be given to this matter. Two or three might be induced 
to interest themselves in this, study the part fixed upon for 
each meeting, introducing discussions on different points. 

When we have done all this conscientiously we shall each 
feel that we have done good work in our Department. But 
we have still before us, untouched, a wide and most attractive 

field the field of general literature. We want to get persons 

to read books worth reading. There are numbers who will 
not read anything beyond their Bibles except fiction. What 
can we do for these among our Leaguers? We can, through 
their love of fiction, get them to read the best books of that 
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kind, and we can get them to discuss what they have read. It 
is rather wonderful to notice how the same thing can be used 
for exactly opposite effects. If you want to interest people in 
an apparently uninteresting book get them together and dis- 
cuss the book, and as a rule they will read it, on the other 
hand you can hardly find a book so light and frivolous, pro- 
vided always that its moral tone is good, from which you can- 
not get good by discussion. Thinking about and discussing 
even a weak book, strengthens by the effort the mind, more 
than often the reading, without thinking, of a much better 
book might do. 

In conclusion we would recommend every 3rd Vice 
President to make a special study of the Epworth League 
Hand Book, if they wish to be stimulated in their work, and 
to give to their work, if possible, the whole of their thought 
and time, for as one thinks of the immense possibilities of the 
3rd Department of the Epworth League and realises that its 
success depends almost entirely on the individual efforts of the 
Vice President, the conviction grows stronger and stronger, 
that each League should, if possible, have some one who can 
give themselves entirely to a work on which so much of the 
culture and intelligence of our Church depends.

The topic assigned me is one that we cannot and must 
not attempt to push aside unnoticed if we are to deal honestly 
with ourselves and with God. While I regret that I do not 
bring more personal experience to the solution of the problem, 
it is after all not so difficult to solve as might at first thought 
be supposed. Here, as elsewhere, our Lord says: “If any man 
is willing to do my will he shall know of the doctrine.” 

There are three simple truths that pour abundant light on 
the subject, The first is that the 

Epworth League is the Training School of the 
Church. — The Sunday School is the nursery, the Epworth 
League is to develop an intelligent loyalty to Christ, — the well 
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rounded Christian character, not the dwarfed, lopsided, hobby- 
riding, unattractive caricature we all too often meet with. 
Our Leaguers should be taught to be and do just what we want 
our church members to be and do. If the manhood and 
womanhood of the church of to-morrow do not reach a higher 
plain than the church occupies today, our young people’s or- 
ganizations are unpardonable blunders. 

The second truth is that 

Christian Giving is an Indispensible Part of Chris- 
tianity. — “Freely ye have received, freely give” is a com- 
mand backed by all the authority lodged in the divinely in- 
spired word of God. The treasury is still in the temple, and 
our Lord sits over against it and watches the gifts of all 
classes, for it is the duty of all to give. 

Add to this the further truth that the benevolent collec- 
tions are equal in importance to any claims upon the church 
and the conclusion is inevitable that 

Every Member of the League should Contribute 
to Them when they are brought before the church. It is not 
well for the League to assume the payment of some one of 
these collections. This places at a discount the rest of them 
and teaches the young people of the church to ignore them. 
Let stewards and pastors devise their own plans for raising 
these funds, but let every League respond liberally when the 
claims are presented. Do we want our church members to con- 
tribute to some and neglect others? No. Then we must 
train our Leaguers not to do it. Keep constantly in mind the 
ideal church member, and the work of the League will be 
dear , though not easy. We have our Devotional Department 
because we believe that every Christian ought to do the very 
things the Leagues are here called upon to do. We have our 
charity and help department because we believe every Christian 
ought to go upon errands of mercy. We have our literary de- 
partment because .we want an intelligent loyalty to Christ and 
the Church. 

But the church needs not only prayers, but payers also. 
We need not only men who can lead a meeting and make a 
good talk on the topic, but also men who can and will head a 
subscription and make a good donation; not merely men who 
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know Methodist law and history, but the law of giving. “It 
is more blessed to give than to receive.” Therefore teach your 
Epworth Leaguers these things. See to it that every one of 
them responds when the benevolent collections are presented 
for payment. 

This plan will accomplish several very desirable ends : 

1. It will counteract the tendency of the League to sepa- 
rate from the church. It will be true to our creed. The League 
in the church, not the League a7id the church. They are not 
separate and cannot be separated without disastrous results. 

2. It will avoid the defect of the “Holston Plan,” namely: 
Emphasizing one item and ignoring the others. 

3. It will, I think, secure the payment in full of the col- 
lections in most of the charges. The chief difficulty is not 
that some do not give enough, but that a large majorit} 7 do 
not give at all. 

4. Last, though not least, the spiritual life of the League 
will be enriched by the blessing ot giving. The Epworth 
League will become to the church what the class meeting was 
in former days through the medium of a penny a week to re- 
lieve the indebtedness on the Bristol chapel. History repeats 
itself. 
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
